To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Salem,  in  the  county  of  Rock- 
ingham, in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in 
said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at 
six-thirty  (6.30)  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

Article  1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  any  more 
money  for  the  repairs  of  highways  than  the  law  requires. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  town  treasurer  to  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  select- 
men, such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  needed  for  general 
purposes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  lighting  the  streets,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Fed- 
eral aid  on  Rockingham  Road,  and  raise  mOney  to  recon- 
struct one  mile  of  this  road. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  for 
the  removal  of  snow  from  the  highways. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  to  be  used  in  cutting 
brush  from  the  sides  of  the  highways. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  acquire  the 
land  and  building  known  as  the  Pilgrim  hall  property, 
and  raise  money  for  the  same. 
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Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  police  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  12.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250), 
or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  use  of  Ernest  W.  Young  Post 
No.  63,  American  Legion,  to  be  expended  in  the  observance 
of  Memorial  Day  in  the  year  1927. 

Article  13.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800),  or  any 
part  thereof,  above  the  sum  required  by  law,  for  the  support 
of  the  Salem  Free  Public  Library,  for  the  year  1927. 

Article  14.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  ($150), 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  maintain  and  improve  the  town  com- 
mon and  the  public  square  near  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  15.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  the  purchase  of  any  necessary  equipment  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  16.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  build  a  suitable  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Main 
Street,  from  Broadway,  Salem  Depot,  to  Salem  Centre, 
Post  Office;  or  any  part  thereof,  and  raise  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  17.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  install  five  (5)  street  lights  from  Pine  Grove  Cemetery 
to  the  Albert  E.  Searle  poultry  farm,  and  raise  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  18.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  its  water  main  from  Causeway  Corner  to  Wilson's 
Corner  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  19.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  build  necessary  culverts,  widen  where  needed  and  resur- 
face the  highway  known  as  Millville  Street,  from  Main 
Street  to  the  entrance  to  Millville  Lake  Park  and  raise  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  for  the  same. 

Article  20.     By  request.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 


to  raise  the  sum  of  five  tiiousand  dollars  ($5,000),  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  purchase  a  combination  ladder,  hose  and 
chemical  truck,  or  booster  pump  to  be  placed  in  the  fire 
house  at  Salem  Depot,  and  appoint  a  committee  consisting 
of  one  member  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  one  member  of 
the  fire  department,  and  one  property  owner,  to  carry  the 
vote  into  effect. 

Article  21.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  state  aid  on  the  road  leading  from  Canobie  Lake 
to  Cowbell  Corner,  and  raise  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  ($5,000),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 

Article  22.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  its  water  mains  from  the  No.  8  School  House  to 
the  Armenian  Church,  up  Salem  Street  to  the  state  line; 
also  from  No.  8  School  House  to  Kelley's  Crossing,  then 
down  Broadway  to  the  state  line,  and  raise  money  for  the 
same  by  vote  or  bond. 

Article  23.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  install  street  lights  on  Pleasant  Street,  beginning  at  the 
entrance  to  the  property  of  Wilha'm  Smith,  to  the  car  tracks 
at  Hall's  Crossing,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  24.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  repair  Millville  Street  between  Butler's  Corner  and 
Woodbury's  Corner  and  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars ($500),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 

Article  25.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  install  four  (4)  lights  on  Brookdale  Road  from  the  resi- 
dence of  F.  D.  Davis  to  the  residence  of  George  Cross,  and 
raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  26.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  purchase  another  tractor  and  snow  plow  which  shall  be 
kept  in  the  Depot  fire  house,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  27.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  appoint  a  clerk  to  act  as  general  secretary  for  all  town 
business,  the  office  for  same  to  be  designated  at  the  town 
meeting,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  28.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  Spring  Street,  and  accept  it  for  a  distance  of  one

hundred  sixty  feet  (160')  from  the  point  to  which  it  has 
already  been  accepted  and  raise  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
for  repairing  the  same. 

Article  29.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  replace  the  small  water  pipes  on  School  Street  with  a  six- 
inch  (6")  main  and  raise  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($3,750),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 

Article  30.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  repair  Hampstead  road,  so-called,  with  cinder  surface 
from  Merrill's  Corner  to  Mosquito  School  House  Corner, 
so-called,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  31.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  repairing  Pelham  Road. 

Article  32.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
be  expended  on  the  mail  road  from  Woodbury's  Corner  to 
Schultz's  Corner. 

Article  33.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  install  six  (6)  lights  in"  the  Hampshire  Roads  District, 
locations  to  be  designated  by  the  South  Salem  Progressive 
Association,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  34.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  purchase  forty  (40) ,  loads  of  cinders,  or  any  part  thereof, 
for  the  improvement  of  Pond  Street,  between  the  residences 
of  S.  Nowell  and  J.  L.  Higginbottom,  the  labor  for  spread- 
ing to  be  provided  for  by  the  South  Salem  Progressive 
Association;  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  35.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  its  water  main  from  Hall's  Crossing  to  the  prop- 
erty of  Napoleon  Guenette  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  36.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  install  three  (3)  electric  fights  from  Cowbell  Corner  to 
Dunlap  Corner,  so-called,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  37.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  any  part 
thereof  for  repairing  Brookdale  Road.  " 

Article  38.     By  request.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
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to  install  one  (1)  light  on  A  Avenue,  and  raise  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  39.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  replace  the  small  water  pipe  on  Martin  Avenue  with  a 
six  inch  (6")  main  and  raise  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($1,350),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 

Article  40.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  give  a  deed  pursuant  to  the 
vote  of  the  town  passed  at  its  annual  meeting,  March  13, 
1888,  under  Article  12  of  the  town  warrant  for  said  meeting. 

Article  41.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  adjourn  town  meeting  as  soon  as  town  officers  are  elected, 
and  continue  some  evening  previous  to  school  meeting  in 
the  Woodbury  High  School. 

Article  42.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  the  water  pipe  on  Policy  Street,  north  from  the 
present  terminal  opposite  the  residence  of  E.  L.  Brown,  to 
the  pumping  station,  or  any  part  of  this  distance,  and  raise 
money  for  the  same. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  for  the 
support  of  a  district  nurse  for  the  ensuing  year  and  choose  a 
committee  of  five  (5),  (two  men  and  three  ladies),  to  have 
charge  of  the  work. 

Article  44.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  the  street  lights  from  the  residence  of  C.  T. 
Woodbury  to  Wilson's  Corner  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  45.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  meter  all  water  services  where  practical  and  advisable 
to  do  so  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  46.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  purchase  sixty  (60)  loads  of  cinders,  or  any  part  thereof, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  road  between  No.  8  School 
House  and  Kelley's  Crossing,  the  labor  for  spreading  to  be 
provided  for  by  the  South  Salem  Progressive  Association; 
and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  47.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  extend  the  six  inch  (6")  water  main  from  the  residence 
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of  Percy  J.  Call  on  Clinton  Street  to  the  house  of  C.  H. 
Borchers  near  Policy  Street,  and  raise  the  sum  of  seventeen 
hundred  dollars  ($1,700),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 

Article  48.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  expended  on  th6  road  from  Kulesz's  farm  to 
Marjerison's  place,  so-called. 

Article  49.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  adopt  the  curfew  law  and  see  that  it  is  enforced;  no  child 
under  18  years  of  age  to  be  out  after  8  o'clock  without  an 
escort. 

Article  50.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
repair  Salem  Street  between  the  residence  of  G.  Little  John 
and  S.  Vartanian  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  51.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400),  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  control  of  the  white  pine  blister  rust  in  town. 

Article  52.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
purchase  a  lot  of  land  and  erect  a  building  to  house  the  tractor 
and  other  town  machinery,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  53.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  indefinitely  discontinue  that  portion  of  the  road  in  Salem 
situated  between  the  North  Salem  Road  and  Gould's 
Distillery. 

Article  54.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  indefinitely  discontinue  that  portion  of  the  road  in  Salem_ 
situated  between  Mosquito  School  House  Corner,  so- 
called,  and  the  house  formerly  of  Jacob  Blothner. 

Article  55.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  trust  funds  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Cemetery 
lots  only  on  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  before  the  fund  is  accepted  the  lot  shall  be  in  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  trustees  of  the  Cemetery. 

2.  That  no  fund  shall  be  accepted  for  a  sum  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100).

Article  57,  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  from  the 
Levi  Woodbury  estate,  as  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  to 
be  expended  in  the  care  of  the  Levi  and  Israel  Woodbury 
lot  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  58.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  from  W.  A. 
Morrison,  as  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  to  be  expended 
in  the  care  of  the  W.  A.  Morrison  lot  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  59.     By  request.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  from  the" 
estate  of  Mary  Merrill,  as  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  to  ■ 
be  expended  in  the  care  of  the  Mary  A.  Merrill  lot  in  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  60.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  from  Mary  L. 
Ackles,  as  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  to  be  expended  in 
the  care  of  the  Mary  L.  Ackles  lot  in  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  61.  By  request.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  from  the 
estate  of  Mary  C.  Robie,  as  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest 
to  be  expended  in  the  care  of  the  Frank  Robie  lot  in  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery.

REPORT    OF    TRUSTEES    OF    PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 


The  thirty-fourth  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Salem 
PubHc  Library  is  herewith  submitted : 

The  hbrary  roof  has  been  shingled  and  some  minor  repairs 
made.  During  July  the  library  was  closed  for  two  weeks, 
all  books  called  in  and  checked  up.  It  was  found  that  the 
juvenile  department  needed  some  attention,  and  rebindings 
and  replacements  have  been  made  with  some  considerable 
additions.  The  importance  of  this  department  can  hardly 
be  overestimated,  as  the  reading  habits  formed  in  childhood 
and  youth  influence  largely  the  reading  tastes  of  more 
mature  years.  Calls  were  issued  for  lists  of  books  which 
patrons  would  like  to  see  added  to  the  library.  Such  lists 
are  very  acceptable  as  they  form  a  guide  for  the  trustees  in 
making  selections,  especially  in  non-fiction. 

There  are  89  new  patrons  added  to  the  list  of  those  whom 
the  library  serves  this  year. 

It  is  proposed,  pending  the  increase  in  the  appropriation, 
to  open  the  library  from  3  o'clock  till  6,  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  for  those  who  wish  to  exchange  books  or  use 
reading  tables.  It  is  hoped  by  this  means  to  give  extended 
service  to  the  schools  as  well  as  others.  This  arrangement 
will  be  carried  on  weekly  as  long  as  the  patronage  warrants 
the  extra  service.

HEPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  about  the  usual 
number  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  with  no  deaths,  but 
there  have  been  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

There  have  been  several  nuisance   cases  called  to  our 
attention,  the  majority  of  which  have  been  properly  dis- 
posed of — one  connected  with  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.     The 
officials  of  this  company  have  agreed  to  abate  in  the  spring  , 
by  building  a  septic  tank. 

Another  that  has  been  a  constant  source  of  worry  to  the 
Board  of  Health  for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  that  has 
continued  to  grow  worse  from  year  to  year,  is  the  small 
brook  that  runs  past  the  old  fire  station  at  Depot  Village. 

We  hope  to  be  able,  by  frequent  flushing  and  the  clearing 
of  the  brook  in  the  spring,  to  overcome  this  nuisance. 
If  not,  and  if  septic  tanks  cannot  be  used  on  account  of  the 
low  land  being  nearly  level  with  the  brook,  the  only  alter- 
native will  be  piping  the  brook  for  a  short  distance. 

There  were  32  deaths  during  the  year.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  Fire  Company  have  responded  to  sixty-nine  calls 
during  the  fiscal  year,  including  twelve  grass  fires  with  an 
average  of  6.5  men,  thirteen  brush  fires  with  an  average  of 
ten  men,  two  out  of  town  calls,  one  at  Hudson  to  which  ten 
men  responded  and  one  at  Conley's  Grove  in  Atkinson  to 
which  nine  men  responded,  there  were  nine  still  alarms  with 
an  average  of  four  men  and  thirty-three  box  alarms  with  an 
average  response  of  10.7  men. 

The  total  property  damage  by  fire  during  the  year  was 
$22,760.00  of  which  75  per  cent  was  due  to  delay  in  sounding 
the  alarm  and  the  property  was  destroyed  before  the  fire 
apparatus  arrived. 

The  one  piece  of  motor  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and 
we  have  on  hand  13  hand  chemicals,  7  pails,  16  shovels, 
7  ladders,  1,700  feet  of  2i^-inch  hose,  2  hand  search  lights,  4 
pair  goggles,  4  smoke  masks,  2  bars,  4  plaster  hooks,  3  fire 
axes. 

There  is  not  at  the  present  time  any  need  for  extra  equip- 
ment, unless  another  piece  of  motor  apparatus  is  added,  as 
we  now  have  all  of  the  equipment  that  it  is  possible  to  carry 
on  the  truck  now  in  use;  in  fact,  there  is  a  complete  supply  of 
ladders,  which  was  used  by  the  previous  horse  drawn  equip-» 
ment,  that  could  be  used  to  equip  another  piece  of  motor 
apparatus.  It  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Fire  Department  if  another  piece  was  added  as  called  for 
in  the  town  warrant.  I  would  not  recommend  more  than 
four  additional  men  to  handle  the  two  pieces,  the  principal 
requirements  being  for  more  hose  capacity  and  better  protec- 
tion where  the  town  water  is  not  available. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Company  for  their  whole  hearted 
cooperation  and  faithfulness  in  responding  to  calls.  I  feel 
that  the  town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a  group  of 
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young  men  to  protect  their  property  at  a  very  reasonable 
outlay. 

I  also  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  efficient  service  rendered 
by  the  local  telephone  operators  in  operating  the  fire  alarm 
system,  which  service  is  rendered  without  compensation.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Salem: 

It  would  be  presumption  on  my  part  to  try  to  report  on  the 
work  done  by  Superintendent  Blount.  It  has  been  my  pur- 
pose to  carry  out  his  plans  as  far  as  possible  and  to  keep  the 
way  cleared  for  the  coming  of  Superintendent  William  J. 
Nelson,  who,  when  you  read  this  report,  will  probably  be  at 
work. 

I  found  teachers,  using  carefully  selected  tests,  checking 
themselves  and  the  work  of  their  pupils  with  good  results. 
The  fundamentals  are  not  being  neglected. 

I  have  asked  Headmaster  French  to  report  in  full  on  the 
enrollment  and  work  of  the  Woodbury  High  School.  The 
school  nurse  has  a  report  which  merits  your  thoughtful 
perusal.  Her  work  should  be  supported  and  encouraged. 
It  is  of  very  little  cost  to  the  district,  since  the  state  aids  in 
carrying  it  on. 

Mrs.  Eva  Thompson,  your  tried  and  faithful  music  super- 
visor, is  getting  results  and  her  report  is  appended. 

I  find  your  schools  costing  a  great  deal  of  money,  but  the 
biennial  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  shows  that 
the  elementary  schools  of  your  town  are  costing  less  than  the 
average  for  the  state.  The  high  school  costs  cannot  as  yet 
be  so  well  compared,  since  the  first  costs  are  the  greatest  and 
the  Woodbury  High  School  had  been  in  operation  but  one 
year  when  the  figures  were  compiled.  The  cost  of  maintain- 
ing our  schools  has  increased,  but  not  out  of  proportion  to 
the  increase  in  cost  of  maintaining  other  governmental 
agencies. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  say  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
renew  old  acquaintances  and  to  note  the  substantial  progress 
made  by  your  town  and  schools.  The  School  Board  has 
made  my  stay  more  pleasant  by  patient  and  courteous 
treatment.  I  find  them  ever  ready  to  devote  time  and  effort 
for  school  improvement.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Salem: 

I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  as  supervisor  of 
music  in  the  Salem  schools. 

The  work  in  this  department  seems  to  grow  from  year  to 
year.  Today  the  teaching  of  music  does  not  mean  simply 
the  development  of  the  voice,  and  the  reading  of  notes. 
While  these  subjects  are  being  carried  on  as  successfully  as 
ever  much  stress  is  laid  upon  the  appreciation  of  music. 

The  work  in  this  line  usually  proves  very  interesting  to 
the  few  who  can  not  sing,  and  the  boys  with  changing  voices. 
The  pupils  are  given  a  list  of  the  instruments  in  the  orchestra, 
divided  into  four  groups  as  follows:  strings,  wood-winds, 
brasses  and  percussion.  With  the  aid  of  the  victrola  the 
tone  of  each  instrument  is  listened  to  separately  and  then 
in  combination.  Pictures  are  used  to  show  the  shape  of 
each  one,  and  method  of  producing  tone.  The  records  used 
for  this  purpose  have  been  carefully  chosen  from  some  of 
the  world's  best  known  classics. 

Even  a  very  young  child  is  susceptible  to  the  sounds  of 
beautiful  music.  His  ear  is  alert  and  registers  conceptions 
very  early,  so  the  little  people  too  have  their  listening  lessons 
in  music. 

Sometimes  the  story  of  the  music  is  told  before  the  record 
is  played  and  the  children  are  allowed  to  raise  their  hands 
when  they  hear  something  the  teacher  has  told  them  to 
listen  for.  Very  often  nothing  is  told  about  the  music 
played,  but  the  children  show  the  teacher  just  what  it  tells 
them  to  do.  In  this  way  better  than  any  other  the  study 
of  rhythm  is  developed. 

At  the  Woodbury  High  School  three  periods  a  week  are 
devoted  to  music.  A  period  each  to  senior  chorus,  junior 
chorus,  and  to  the  vocal  class.  The  Girls'  Glee  Club  meets 
at  the  close  of  school. 

The  pupils  of  the  vocal  class  gave  their  first  recital  last 
May  assisted  by  the  Girls'  Glee  Club.  The  Glee  Club 
furnished  the  special  music  for  baccalaureate  and  gradua- 
tion.    Their  last  appearance  was  on  Sunday,  November  21, 
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when  they  sang  the  sacred  cantata,  "Ruth  and  Naomi."' 
A  silver  collection  was  taken  and  the  proceeds  given  to  the 
Student  Loan  Fund. 

The  first  annual  music  memory  test  was  given  at  Wood- 
bury High  School  last  June.  The  junior  high  department 
of  the  Pollard  School,  Plaistow,  took  the  test  with  the 
Woodbury  junior  high  school  pupils.  There  were  four 
prizes  given  and  the  Salem  girls  and  boys  carried  them  all  off. 
The  test  this  year  will  be  given  at  Plaistow,  with  the 
Plaistow,  Hampstead  and  Salem  pupils  participating.  The 
list  of  the  selections  with  the  name  of  the  composer  included 
in  this  test,  follows:

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WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Salem: 

Woodbury  High  School  has  completed  its  first  year  and 
a  half  of  history  which  has  been  marked  by  many  successful 
events  such  as  continuous  growth  in  enrollment  of  both 
pupils  and  faculty  who  have  rendered  real  service  to  our 
town. 

A  year  and  a  half  ago  the  High  School  opened  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  142  pupils,  which  increased  through  the 
year  until  173  persons  had  enrolled  at  the  time  of  the  last 
report.  At  the  opening  of  the  year  our  enrollment  was  178, 
which  has  increased  to  the  present  date  to  195.  This  un- 
usual growth  of  12.7  per  cent  over  last  year's  total  enroll- 
ment necessitated  increasing  the  faculty  by  one  teacher, 
who  has  filled  a  much  needed  want.  Your  present  faculty 
is  composed  as  follows:  Headmaster,  Seward  F.  French; 
Submaster,  Francis  H.  Geremonty;  Language  department, 
Mrs.  Miriam  T.  Smith;  Commercial  department,  Dorothy 
M.  Guild;  Science  and  Mathematics,  Sylvia  E.  Tibbetts; 
Domestic  Arts,  Marion  E.  Turner;  Junior  High  School, 
Mary  A.  Fiske  and  Hazel  N.  Bullis.  The  present  faculty, 
which  now  numbers  eight,  are  teaching  practically  every 
period  and  in  many  cases  the  classes  are  numbering  forty, 
which  is  indeed  too  large  for  satisfactory  results.  During 
the  first  semester  of  the  present  school  year,  the  records  at 
the  headmaster's  office  show  the  following  enrollment  by 
classes  and  by  groups  of  boys  and  girls:  Junior  School, 
Class  I,  45;  Class  II,  31;  Senior  High  School,  Class  III,  40; 
Class  IV,  44;  Class  V,  22;  Class  VI,  13;  Total,  195.

The  Junior  High  School,  especially  Class  I,  during  the 
past  year  has  been  excessively  large,  there  being  45  pupils 
seated  in  a  room  with  thirty-five  desks,  it  being  necessary 
to  purchase  arm  chairs  which  these  students  have  been 
obliged  to  occupy,  much  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  pupils 
as  well  as  the  teacher.  A  class  of  this  size  makes  the  work 
exceedingly  difficult  and  individual  work  almost  impossible. 
Class  II,  which  numbers  31,  is  a  class  of  good  size  in  which 
the  teacher  has  been  able  to  do  a  higher  grade  of  work.  The 
prospects  of  an  equally  large  entering  class  increases  the 
demand  for  greater  seating  capacity  and  it  would  seem 
necessary  to  transfer  the  apparatus  and  equipment  used  in 
the  present  Manual  Training  Department  from  this  building, 
thus  giving  the  High  School  a  large  room  capable  of  con- 
taining forty-five  more  desks.  If  such  a  condition  could 
be  brought  about  it  would  aid  the  headmaster  a  great  deal 
and  would,  undoubtedly,  solve  the  crowded  seating  con- 
dition for  years  to  come. 

The  Senior  High  School,  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
state  department  this  year  as  well  as  last,  seems  to  be 
meeting  with  usual  success.  The  standard  of  the  school  is 
high,  and,  although  many  conditions  still  prevail  which 
retard  the  best  of  scholarship,  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  these 
will  be  corrected  as  much  as  possible. 

The  health  work  of  the  school  has  been  under  the  con- 
stant surveillance  of  the  school  nurse.  Miss  Helen  Thomas, 
who  has  just  recently  completed  her  examinations  at  the 
High  School.  It  would  seem  that  there  were  an  unusual 
number  of  girls  and  boys  under  weight,  and  it  is  believed 
that  this  could  be  corrected  by  more  regular  hours  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  individuals.  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
without  health  education  is  valueless. 

Mrs.  Eva  Thompson,  director  of  music,  has  been  doing 
her  usual  fine  work.  Regular  classes  of  instruction,  once  a 
week,  for  a  period  each  for  both  Junior  and  Senior  High 
School  have  been  conducted  as  well  as  a  special  vocal  class 
for  those  having  time  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 
Mrs.  Thompson  at  present  is  assisting  in  presenting  a  very 


fine  musical  play.  This  year  the  Glee  Club,  under  her 
direction,  has  already  prepared  a  very  fine  sacred  concert, 
which  many  of  the  people  of  the  town  enjoyed. 

The  attendance  problem  while  not  serious  causes  some 
trouble.  We  do  not  want  to  be  rated  low  in  the  state 
because  of  excessive  absences  or  tardinesses,  and  it  falls 
directly  upon  the  parents  to  maintain  good  and  prompt 
attendance.     If  a  child  is  ill,  we  do  not  want  them  at  school. 

The  outside  activities  of  the  school  are  serving  their 
purpose  in  an  unusually  fine  manner.  Football,  baseball 
and  basketball  are  organized  sports  for  boys  as  well  as 
basketball  an  organized  sport  for  girls.  Those  boys  and 
girls  who  have  participated  in  athletic  sports  have  met 
more  than  the  state  headmaster's  requirement,  they  have 
passed  all  their  work  and  must  by  a  ruling  of  the  head- 
master of  the  school  in  order  to  represent  the  school. 
Physically,  boys  and  girls,  in  practically  every  case  who 
have  been  properly  coached,  have  shown  improvement  in 
health  over  those  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  this 
splendid  opportunity.  The  teams  have  been  properly 
coached  and  their  welfare  physically  and  mentally  kept 
under  constant  observation  by  the  headmaster,  as  well  as 
the  coaches.  The  social  experience  of  traveling  through  the 
country  and  representing  this  school,  as  well  as  entertaining 
visiting  groups  in  our  town,  has  meant  much  to  the  young 
people  and  the  community  at  large. 

The  Manual  Arts  Department  has  been  confined  to  the 
two  lov/er  grades,  the  course  given  in  the  Senior  High  School 
having  been  dropped  because  of  limited  faculty.  Various 
pieces  of  work  have  been  completed  during  the  year  and  the 
aim  of  the  state  department  carried  out  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.  The  Domestic  Arts  Department  has  done  its 
usual  work  in  very  fine  shape.  Demonstrations,  canning, 
home  making,  etc.,  have  been  carried  on.  The  Commercial 
Department  is  at  its  usual  work  and  fine  results  are  being 
realized.  As  far  as  possible  the  budgeting,  filing  and  clerical 
work  of  the  office  is  in  the  hands  of  girls  from  this  depart- 
ment and  satisfactory  results  are  being  obtained. 
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In  summing  the  last  year's  work  the  experiences  have  been 
especially  gratifying.  The  people  of  the  town  are  showing 
unusual  interest  in  the  growth  and  development  of  the  High 
School.  Many  kind  suggestions  have  been  received  and 
have  been  given  the  best  consideration  possible.  There 
seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of  our  people  the  fact  that  we  have 
a  fine  High  School,  and  by  their  constant  kindnesses  have 
proven  to  the  faculty  that  they  are  supporting  the  school 
to  the  best  of  their  ability.  This  makes  the  headmaster's 
duties  very  pleasant. 

The  faculty  believe  that  they  are  giving  the  best  they 
have  in  them  to  the  boys  and  girls  in  their  charge,  and  are 
happy  at  any  time  to  be  called  upon  to  serve  the  town  other 
than  in  the  capacity  of  teachers.  Your  headmaster  wishes 
the  people  to  feel  that  at  any  time  he  is  only  too  glad  to 
meet  with  parents  personally,  to  discuss  any  phase  of  which 
he  may  be  of  service  whether  at  his  office  or  at  his  home.

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HEPORT  OF  TRANSPORTATION  COMMITTEE. 

At  the  last  annual  school  meeting  Oscar  E.  Huse,  Egbert 
■J.  Manor  and  Walter  F.  Haigh  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  cost  of  the  transportation  of  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  from  Nos.  3  and  4  schools  to  the  Junior 
High  School.  Owing  to  Mr.  Huse  removing  from  town,  the 
school  board  appointed  Sam  Robinson  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  committee  met  at  the  Town  Hall  on  January  5,  1927, 
and  organized  with  Mr.  Manor,  chairman,  and  Mr.  Robin- 
son, secretary.  A  brief  discussion  followed  on  what  would 
be  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  transportation.  It 
was  deemed  advisable  to  get  the  sentiment  of  the  parents  of 
North  Salem,  which  proved  favorable  to  having  their  chil- 
dren transported. 

The  committee  met  again  on  February  1,  1927,  in  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Win  slow,  acting  superintendent.  Miss 
Mary  Fisk,  principal  of  Junior  High  School,  and  Miss 
Christine  Phelps,  teacher  at  No.  7  School,  all  of  whom  spoke 
of  the  benefit  gained  by  attending  the  Junior  High  School, 
as  well  as  the  disadvantages. 

The  Committee  finds  that  if  the  town  votes  to  transport 
these  children,  it  would  be  advisable  to  purchase  a  truck 
at  a  cost  of  seven  hundred  ninety-seven  dollars  ($797)  all 
equipped,  and  estimates  other  costs  as  follows:  $570  for  a 
driver,  $380  for  gas,  oil  and  minor  repairs,  $100  for  insurance, 
and  $200  depreciation  making  an  annual  cost  of  $1,250. 
This  truck  could  also  handle  the  pupils  now  being  trans- 
ported from  No.  2  District  to  No.  5  District,  doing  away 
with  the  present  transportation  and  thereby  saving  approxi- 
mately $600.  An  income  might  also  be  derived  by  trans- 
porting some  of  the  North  Salem  High  School  pupils.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  School  District,  in  the  Town  of 
Salem  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs:

2.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$5.00  (five  dollars)  on  a  thousand  of  the  equalized  valuation 
of  the  town. 

3.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  alterations 
in  the  sums  of  money  recommended  by  the  School  Board 
for  the  support  of  schools  and  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations. 

4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
13,120.42,  to  cover  deficit  contracted  prior  to  July  1,  1926. 

5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,486.06,  due  on  two  notes  payable  to  trustees  of  trust 
funds  on  loan  for  Woodbury  School  auditorium. 

6.  Request.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $1,300,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  new  toilets,  sep- 
tic tank,  and  hot  air  heater  to  be  installed  at  No.  8  School. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,000,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  move  the  No.  10  School 
building  from  North  Salem  to  the  Woodbury  School,  and  to 
set  up  same  for  use  as  workshop  for  manual  training  course, 
or  raise  same  amount  for  new  building  for  this  course. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$400,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  new  desks  for  additional 
class  room  at  High  School. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  sell  No.  10  School  building. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $314.88  to  complete  payment  on  piano  at  High  School. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  following  amounts  which  were  not  taken  care  of 
in  the  1925-1926  budget;  alterations  on  heating  plant  at  High 
School,  $395;  weather  strips  for  windows  at  High  School, 
$280;  lockers  for  teachers  at  High  School,  $70;  rubber 
mats  at  High  School,  $63.20,  totahng  $808.20. 

12.  Request.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $4,000  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land  adjoining  the 
High  School  lot  and  bounded  as  follows :  on  the  west  by  the 
present  High  School  lot,  then  by  a  stone  wall  running  in  an 
easterly  direction  approximately  120  feet,  then  by  a  stone 
wall  running  in  a  southerly  direction  approximately  110 
feet,  then  running  in  an  easterly  direction  approximately 
255  feet  to  a  stone  wall  and  following  said  wall  approxi- 
mately 450  feet  to  Main.  Street,  then  by  Main  Street 
approximately  375  feet  to  the  aforesaid  High  School  lot.
